Question: I notice the library is promot- 
ing RACER which is supposed to be a 
new interlibrary loan system. What is 
RACER and how will RACER be different 
from how most users currently request interli- 
brary loans?

Answer: RACER stands for 'RAPID 
ACCESS TO COLLECTIONS BY ELEC- 
TRONIC REQUESTING'. This new inte- 
grated interlibrary loan system is: 

- a discovery tool which allows users to search 
for materials simultaneously in any Ontario 
University Library catalogue and some addi- 
tional catalogues including (Amicus, CISTI, 
British Library, Library of Congress, Ontario 
Public Libraries). 

- an automated system which automatically 
populates an interlibrary loan request form with 
bibliographic information. That means, Alice, 
that you don't have to fill out interlibrary loan 
forms yourself. 

RACER will also provide you with information 
on the status of your requests. 

Here is a possible scenario for you 
using the RACER ...You decide to search 
Laurentian's catalogue for the book "Annoying 
the Victorians" but you do not find that book in 
our collection. You then hit a Request through 
interlibrary loan button which is a hyperlink to 
the RACER site. 

At the RACER Web site, you can either 



sign in using your name and barcode in order 
to be authorized for requesting interlibrary 
loans or at this point, you may just want to 
search the OPACs listed on the Search 
Screen. 

You decide to just search and you 
choose the catalogues of Trent University and 
the University of Western Ontario as well as 
AMICUS, the catalogue of the National Library 
of Canada. After typing in "Annoying the 
Victorians", you find one result - but you don't 
really notice which database it was found in. 
Luckily you don't have to concern yourself with 
this information - you simply hit the Request but- 
ton. Because you didn't log-in when you first 
came to the RACER web site you are prompted 
for a usemame & password (normally your last 
name, barcode and home institution). 

Behind the scenes RACER pulls the 
information from the remote database and fills in 
the bibliographic information from your resulting 
search. This means that you don't have to type 
in any of the bibliographic data. You may be 
asked to fill in additional information, such as 
copyright compliance, date needed by, and pick- 
up location. You then submit you request. 

By the way if you had not found a match 
for her title, you could have filled in a blank 
request form. At any time after placing your 
request, you can check the status of the request 
by logging into the RACER site. You may also 
receive messages 

auto-generated by the system via email about 
the status of her request. So how is RACER dif- 
ferent from what you have to do now? Three 
ways: 

1 . It is user friendly, web based, and allows for 
multiple catalogue searching 

2. There is less typing since forms are automati- 
cally filled in via the search results 

3. Finally RACER gives you the opportunity to 
track your requests through the system

On Friday, November 14, Laurentian 
University brought its Research 
Awareness Week to a close with 
the fourth annual Graduate Student 
Miniconference, which highlighted the 
research being earned out by master's 
students. The presentations spanned a 
wide spectrum of knowledge, including 
humanities, biological, chemical and geo- 
logical sciences, physics, engineering, 
human development, nursing and history. 

The prizes awarded to the three 
best papers were sponsored by the 
Graduate Student Association. The win- 
ner of the first prize ($300) is Stephanie 
Giroux (M.A. in Humanities) for her talk 
on "The South African Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission: A Perspective 
on Memory, Violence and Testimony." The 
winner of the second prize ($200) is 
Susan Cook (M.Sc. in Geology) for her 
presentation entitled "Describing 
Absorption Bands in the Reflectance 
Spectra of Rocks." The co-winners of the 
third prize ($150 each) are Kendra Patrick 
(M.Sc. in Biology) who spoke about the 
"Timing of Ice Cover and Lake 
Stratification in Clear and Coloured 
Lakes" and Adam Boyle (M.A. in History) 
who dealt with "Murder in the 
Demilitarized Zone: The Panmunjom Tree 



Incident." 

The three faculty members and 
the graduate student who formed the 
judges panel were impressed by the qual- 
ity of the research and inquiry presented. 
They found it a welcome challenge to 
decide on the top three. 

Laurentian University celebrated 
Research Awareness Week from 
November 10 to 14, highlighting research 
initiatives in various disciplines at 
Laurentian. It also celebrated the numer- 
ous accomplishments of researchers at 
the University and the benefits this 
research activity has for the citizens of 
the Greater Sudbury community and 
beyond.

Finishes Third Overali

The Laurentian swim team had an 
impressive performance at the 
Divisional Championships this 
past weel<end as they placed third 
overall at the University of Guelph Pool. 

The Lady Vees' had many 
remarl<able swims with new records set 
along with CIS Championship qualifying 
swims. Stephanie Kuhn (Timmins, 
Ont.) had two qualifying swims in the 
200 IM and 100 FL with times of 
2:23:67 and 1:04:28 respectively. Also, 
Courtney Hici<s (Burlington, Ont.) had a 
qualifying swim in the 200 FL and fin- 
ished with a time of 2:26:83. 

The Lady Vees' also had 
record breal<ing "swims in the 4X50 MR 
relay and the 4X100 FR relay. The 
Laurentian "A" team finished fourth with 
a time of 2:08:74 in the 4X50 IVIR relay. 
In the 4X100 FR relay, the Laurentian 
"A" squad consisting of Kuhn, Lauren 
Coughtry (Waverly, NS), Leila Angrand 
(Sudbury, Ont.), and Elisha James 
(Blacl<stoci<, Ont.), finished second with 
a time of 4:04:09 that brol<e the old 
Voyageur record. ' 

Coach Phil Pari<er stated, "I 
am very pleased with the results. We 
had many new records set and it was 
great to see everyone competing with 



confidence." 

On the men's side, the Aqua 
Vees' had much of the same results as 
the women. The Vees' had four CIS 
Championships qualifying swims as 
well as breaking two divisional champi- 
onship records. 

Marshall Bonner (Lotus, Ont.) 
led the way for the Vees' having two 
qualifying swims in the 50 BK and 100 
BK with times of 26:90 and 58:07 
respectively. Bonner's swim in the 50 
BK broke the old divisional record time. 
Willie Paul (Sudbury, Ont.) also broke a 
divisional record with a time of 2:07:39 
in the 200 FL race as well as qualifying 
for the CIS Championships in March. 
Ryan Smith had the final CIS qualifying 
swim of the meet in the 400 IM with a 
time of 4:34:93. 

Coach Phil Parker said that he 
was satisfied with the results of his 
team and that they showed great skill 
level against the larger teams from the 
competing schools. 

The Laurentian Swim team will 
break for the holidays and will continue 
their season Sunday January 18, 2004 
when they travel to Toronto to face 
Brock and U of T.

I should make myself clear I have 
nothing against Sudbury 
Coalition Against Poverty (S- 
CAP), it is good that they are out 
there trying to make a difference. 

I merely think that they 
have unrealistic expectations of 
how quickly the government can 
make changes and what these 
changes can entail. This is evident 
in their flyer which states "over a 
month of Liberal leadership, still no 
change?" and "yet, over a month 
on the job the liberals have yet to 
live up to their promises." I think 
that it is ridiculous to expect change 
so soon after an election. A new 
party can not just walk in and start 
making changes left and right, this 
is not Nazi Germany. 

There are so many things to 
consider before a government can 
make changes, such as looking 
forming a committee to look at 
existing legislation and establish 
what changes need to be made, 
then from there it has to be passed 
through both houses before it can 
become law. This process cannot 
be expected to be completed in a 
month. Especially 

for legislation involving finances, 
because the government has to 
take time and organize their budget 
before figuring out what they are 
able to do, and what their limits are. 
Plus the government can only do 



one thing at a time. They cannot 
simply begin to spend with out con- 
sideration just to begin keep their 
promises immediately. 

This is especially true with 
the changes that S-CAP are asking 
for. Such as "building thousands of 
units of social housing a year," This 
cannot be done hurriedly, there has 
to be financial estimates and 
budgeting done, to see just how 
many houses can be built in a 
year, and plus there is the issue 
of finding a contractor, etc. 

Once again S-CAP is ask- 
ing for a couple more things that 
cannot be done immediately 
because of budget considerations 
such as raise "the social assis- 
tance rates by the 22% they were 
cut by the Tories" and "raise the 
minimum wage to $10 an hour." 
To expect a business to immedi- 
ately raise their employees wages 
by $3.15 an hour could spell 
financial ruin, and is something 
that needs to be gradually imple- 
mented to help everyone 
involved. 

It needs to be remembered 
that behind big business are people 
with families to support and yes so 
to the workers, but all these people 
have to be taken into account, not 
just the worker. (I am speaking from 
the point of view of both the child of 
a businessman and as a minimum 
wage worker). I would not want 



anyone to become poor so I could 
have an extra $3 an hour, I would 
rather have it slowly increased 
over time, which would be more 
fiscally responsible. 

Although I am not against 
S-Cap there is one thing that they 
are demanding for and that is 
ending of '1he lifetime ban for so 
called 'welfare fraud.'" While I am 
not against those on welfare, as a 
poor student, I understand finan- 
cial need. Despite this I think that 
those who abuse the system 
should be not privy to it. It is fine 
for our money to be used appro- 
priately to the help the less fortu- 
nate. Our hard earned money 
should not be used to support 
those who abuse the system that 
is there to help those in need end 
of story. 

This article is not an anti- 
Sudbury Coalition Against Poverty 
one, I am simply stating to those 
affiliated to be patient! I would 
suggest, that if in a year of the 
provincial government has yet to 
deliver on a single promise, then 
that would be the time for action.

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Laurentian University researcher 
contributors to the new SNOLA 



Dr. Judith Woodsworth, 
President of Laurentian 
University, today confirnned 
that several researchers from the 
University's Department of 
Physics and Astronomy will partici- 
pate in the establishment of SNO- 
LAB, a new international facility for 
underground science in Canada. 
Laurentian researchers are 
Professors Jacques Farine, Doug 
Hallman and Clarence Virtue, and 
research associates, Drs. Bassam 
Aharmim, Fabrice Fleurot and 
Andre Krueger. 

Their participation is made 
possible following the announce- 
ment earlier today, by the Canada 
Foundation for Innovation (CFI), of 
an investment of $38.9 million 
towards the transformation of the 
existing world-class Sudbury 
Neutrino Observatory (SNO) 



experiment into an expanded 
research facility capable of 
accommodating several such con- 
current experiments. 

"The Strategic Research 
Plan of Laurentian University aims 
to build on existing strengths and 
to capitalize on unique opportuni- 
ties. Today's announcement 
demonstrates that we share this 
strategy with the CFI," said Dr. 
Judith Woodsworth, President of 
Laurentian University. "We are 
proud of the accomplishments of 
our faculty within the SNO collabo- 
ration that have led to this extraor- 
dinary development for Canadian 
science. We look forward to play- 
ing an important role in the sup- 
port of this fascinating human jour- 
ney of discovering our universe 
from the depths of an Inco mine." 
SNOLAB will conduct experiments 



that build on the success of the 
original SNO experiment. The new 
facility will enable significant 
breakthroughs in basic physics by 
addressing critical questions in 
particle astrophysics (such as the 
origin and evolution of the uni- 
verse) and build new partnerships 
with international researchers and 
facilities of the highest caliber. 

The Laurentian research 
group has been deeply involved in 
the SNO experiment, advancing 
several of the core technologies 
that made that experiment possi- 
ble and that are at the heart of 
future experiments which one day 
may be located in the new SNO- 
LAB. The group is very excited 
about the opportunities for future 
research and collaboration that 
the new lab brings and is currently 
very active in exploring the range 
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of possibilities for future research 
directions. 

"The creation of SNOLAB 
is a testament to the strength of 
the particle astrophysics communi- 
ty in Canada, and in particular to 
the outstanding success of the 
SNO experiment," said Prof. 
Clarence Virtue, Principal 
Investigator at Laurentian. "For 
Laurentian University it represents 
an opportunity to collaborate at 
the highest international levels 
providing Northern Ontario stu- 
dents with unique research experi- 
ences." 

"SNOLAB is a major inter- 
national scientific collaboration 
that will bring together some of 
Canada's top researchers," said 
Dr. David Strangway, President 
and CEO of the CFI. "Today's 
announcement will help Canada 
maintain its leadership role in the 
field of astrophysics." 
"This investment will give our local 
researchers unique access to an 
internationally recognized facility," 
said M. Raymond Benin, MP for 
Nickel Belt. "SNOLAB will expand 
the world-class research opportu- 
nities right here in Sudbury," 
added Ms. Diane Marleau, MP for 
Sudbury. 

"This project represents a 
bold step into the future for our 
research community and for our 
country," said Industry Minister 
Allan Rock. "This new facility will 
showcase the best of Canadian 
research to the world, and enable 
our researchers to continue mak- 
ing a significant impact on interna- 
tional science." 

The CFI funds were 
awarded today to a consortium of 
six Canadian universities includ- 
ing: Carleton University, University 
of British Columbia, University of 
Guelph, Laurentian University,
